The name of Judge Yerkes will go before 


he Democratic State Convention on June 14 
with praciically the unanimous endorsement 
of his home county. This was settled at the 
convention of Democrats held iu Doylestowu 
on Monday to nominate delegates to the 
Slate Convention. 
It was a harmonious 


convention and 
solid for Judge Yerkes. 


July upon one or two occasions was there 
ny friction, but that came from an individ- 
val i-atber than a faciional source. 
The dis- 


urber of the Democratic peace -was James 
M. Black, of Plumstead. 
Mr. Black was 


unceremoniously turned down when he at- 
.empted to have Horace Broadburst named 
as a delegate and subsequently as delegate- 
at-large. 
Brondhurst is the author of an 


uili-Yerkes letter that appeared in the Doy- 
estowu Republican last week, a communica- 
tion (he Democrat had declined to publish. 
In this letter Broadhurst had averred thai 
Judge Yerkes had deserted his parly atler 
being.rewarded with office year after year, 
and advised that he be turned down. In- 
stead of accepting bis advice Ilie convention 
urned Broadhurst down. 
Brondhurst was 


present and witnessed Black making bis up- 
nill fight, but did nothing to assist him. The 
only time be was in evidence was when his 
name was reluctantly accepted by the con- 
vention as a candidate for delegate-at-large, 
out Broadhurst hastily withdrew his name. 
J'ha convention, aside from Mr. Black's oc- 
cimionul iuteii'uplious, was very harmonious 
and tlie proceedings, considering the fact 
that there were many silver Democrats pres- 


iit, were very complimentary to Judge 
Yerkes. 
Reference to his candidacy by 


speakers or iu the resolutions was greeted 
with applause. 
The Democrats of East Bris-

Seuator Charles ti. Vandegrift, of Bensalem, 
was elected delegate-at-large. As the Dem- 
ocrats pf (he county had abundant oppor- 
uuity to express their disapproval of Judge 
Yerkes at the primaries bad they been in- 
clined to do so, and as (hoy tailed, to find 
any fault with his position on the silver 
question, it can only be assumed that the 
mrty, as repieseuted in convention ou Mon- 
day, has unanimously endorsed his can- 
didacy.

devotes a pan uf its space to editorial views 
is preferable. 
The observiilions of the re- 


ponsiblc head ot'a country to\vn paper give 
it character when a well-infoi'ined writer is 
at the helm, 
luliturml utterances attract 


the 
more 
intellectual 
part 
of a 
com- 


munity, and are the only means through 
which a newspaper may hope to attain Unit 
peculiar inlluence \vl.ich takes a lead in the 
public good. 


The personality of many Pennsylvania 


editors i« strongly shown in their newspapers 
and reflects ability of no mean order buck 
ol the State press, ll is manifest that these 
writers very largely mould public opinion, 
and this is generally done for Ihe bettermeiil 
of local interests. 


Editorial opinions are not a necessity in 


the making of a good newspaper, as has 
been illustrated in the success of the West 
Chester Local News, which publishes news 
only. 
But it is a question whether the use 


of an editorial column in Ihis valuable daily 
would no! be an advantage.
